Mr. H. Holl was 
the Prince. Mr. Strickland pliyed a Baron Gillestiern, and Mrs. 
Glover a Baroness Grommer ; of course they made the most of their 
parts, and received a full share of applause. Mr. Webster’s new drama, 
The Marriage of Reasen ! followed, after which Mr. Parry sang his 
“ Singing Lesson,” and Mr. Buckstone’s two pieces, Josephine ; o7, the 
Fortune of War! and Weak Points, concluded the entertainments. 
Shakspeare’s comedy, Zhe Tuming of the Shrew, (from the original 
text,) is in preparation at this theatre, and will be produced in the course 
of the ensuing week, with new scenery, dresses, and decorations. 

Princess’s.—At this theatre, to-morrow evening, a new grand ballet, 
in twoacts, entitled Leola ; or, The May Day Bride, will be produced 
for the first time.
